— We hare reasoa to know, that, 
acccrdiLg to the present programme, Mobile 
is to be q tffllTj attacked or at least invested. 
We attach no importance to the teiegrap'uic 
rv.mcr that the enterprise ha3 been abandoned. 
The capture of it would be an immense ad- 
r:aiUi^e to the Federal cause and a terrible 
o'c w to the rebel Confederacy. It would give 
the navigation of the Alabama river to our 
forces ali the way up to Montgomery, the cap- 
ital o! Aia'.ama, ai.d, in conjunction with the 
advance o! Kosecrans and Burnside to or to- 
waid the same point, place within our all- 
-icwerfc! grasp the very heart and all the 
a ,'„cr vital organs of the rebellion. The tak- 
! rg of Mobile 16 in itself of far greater import- 
ance than that of Charleston. 

But the taking of Mobile, like that of

seii. s, scleral mil-.-s in extent, all earth- woris 
like these which hare proved so nearly invul- 
nerable upon Morris I?land, all constructed 
tipcn tie moit approved principles of military 
engineering, and all mounted with artillery 
of the most effective character. The water or 
front defencer consistof powerful forts and nu- 
merous batteries mounted with some of the 
heuviest cannon used in the South during the 
war, and all sorts of harbor obstructions the 
most formidable and perilous. The military 
men in Mobile believe that no fleet in the 
world couid run the gauntlet of the approach- 
es to their harbor. 

Thus the undertaking upon which our land 
aud naval forces ar« about to enter at Mobile 
is a stupendous one. We assume that a f »vor- 
ablc result is certain, but we do not expect it 
to occur speedily.

— The use of 
heavy guns of great c alibre ta bitter in broach 
walls c!" forts at long range is one of the re- 
;ults of the prcs. ut war. Much stress is laid 
tipcn it, end some writers in popular maga- 
;:inrs go so far as to say that a single iron- 
clad could take New York with MJ present 
d-fences. Now tlrs, to an ordinary thinker, 
is simply absurd; for while there is a limit 
to the weight of guns an iron-clad can carry, 
and a limit to the thickness of her iron plating, 
there is none to tie weight of the guas aad 
projectiles we can mount ia our forts; none 
to the thickness of plating which we can use 
uj on walls on land. The walls of both Peril 
Sumpter acd Pulaski are of brick, and it is 
by no means certain that two hundred pound- 
er Pcrrotts would have the same effect upon 
the iminerise blocks of granite of which the 
fort in Hampton Roads is being constructed 
M they have had upon the bricks ol Sumpter 
and Pulaski. 

It may be interesting to describe the pro- 
cets of casting one of the two or three hun- 
ched pounder Pairotts used by Gen. Giimore, 
or the fifteen inch guns wc are mounting on 
our seaeoast forls. Tuey are cast hollow by a 
process invented by Captain Rodman, of the 
Ordnance Bureau, and nc>w generally inc-d tjr 
ali very heavy artillery. This method of cast- 
ing gives a crust to the inside of the gun, and 
makes the strength perhaps double of that of 
gnrjB bored out by the old process. The plan 
is to cool the gun from the inside by m-.king 
the mould with a hollow core, the core form- 
ing the bore of the gun. Into aud down this 
hollow core a tube is passed, which carries a 
stream of cold water to the bottom of the 
core, and during the cooling of the immense 
mass of iron which it takes to make a fifteen 
inch gun, this stream is kept flowing to the 
bottom of the core, and after it is heated 
by contact with the metal it flows 
out at the top. At the same time 
a fire is kept up outride of the gun mould — 
which prevents that side from cooling rapi li- 
ly. The effect is that the thin tube of iron next 
the cone is first cooled; it contracts on the cone 
like the tire of a wheel around the felloes; 
then the next tube of iron to this becomes 
cooleo, atd contracts on the firnt — if we caa 
fancy the whole gun composed of tubes around 
each other— a third is cooled and contracted, 
and so on the whole gun becomes cooled ia 
such order as to give all the iron its masimu n 
strength. Any one can see how much better 
this m^de of cooling must be than to have the 
whole mass a solid lump cooled from the out- 
ride where the first part cooled contracts upoa 
the part still melted, and when the parts or 
successive inner tubes in cooling have to ad- 
here to the outer or larger tubes around them, 
and thus in becoming attached to a Urger 
surface than their own, the particles of cooling 
iron are separated instead of being pressed to- 
gether as in the Rodman process. 

Thi fifteen inch guns now in use are shaped 
something like a huge soda-bottle — weight 
about fifty thousand pounds; the solid shot 
weiphs nearly five hundred pounds; the shells 
about three hnndred and fifty. They are 
mounted on iron carriages, and eight men c <n 
work ;h<*m when mounted on shore. Is the 
monitors they are worked by machinery, the 
kun turning with the turret, and being aimed, 
not by a line marked on the gun, but by a 
small tube with cross hair-sights, which is 
boied through the turret in a vertical plane, 
exactly parallel to the vertical planes of the 
gun ns it is fixed on the floor of the turret, so 
that w hen the cross hairs of this little tube are 
aimed at an object the gun is aimed side by 
side with them, just as when one barrel of a 
double barrelled gun i3 aimed at an object, 
' the other is aimed at a point adjoiniug; so

Averill, with from 2,000 to r.,000 men, at- 
tacked Jones's forces near White Sulphur, and, 
after a hotly contested fight, Averill ran out 
cf ammunition, and was compelled to fall 
back. 

The Federal loss is put down at from 200 to 
300, and that of the Confederates at about the 
same figure. Captain William Parker, of the 
Eighth Virginia, was shot from his horse and 
seriously if not fatally wounded.

its powers to maintain the supremacy of the 
civil over u litary law. 

Touching the same point, the maoiing fur- 
ther declared: ■ 

That, i» ttit election of Governor Seymour, 
♦he people of this State, by an emphatic ma- 
jority, declared th.'ir condemnation of the 
system of arbitrary arres s and their deter- 
mination to stand by the Constitution. That 
the revival of this lawless system can have 
but one result: to divide and distract the 
North, and destroy i f s confidence in the pur- 
poses of the administration. That we depre- 
cate it as an element of confusion nt home, of 
weakness to our armies in the field, and as 
calculated to lower the estimate of American 
character and magnify the apparent peril of 
cur cause abroad. 

Such is the position of the conservatives of 
the country. They condemn military arrests 
in States beyond the theatre of war as not 
merely an abuse of power bat as an usurpa- 
tion of power. They deny altogether the 
right asserted in the case. The same 
is declared in equivalent terms in the 
of the Union party of Kentucky. 

This position Mr. Lincoln in his 
the Albany Meeting thus opposes: 

By the third resolution the meeting indi- 
cate their opinion that military arrests may be 
constitutional in localities where rebellion ac- 
tually exists, but that such arrests are uncon- 
stitutional in localities where rebellion or 
insurrection does not actually exist. They in- 
sist that such arrests shall not be made "out- 
side of the lines of necessary military occupa- 
tion, and the scenes of insurrection." Inas- 
much, however, as the constitution itsolf 
makes no such distinction, I am unable to 
believe that there is any such constitutioual 
distinction. I concede that the class of ar- 
rests complained of can be constitutional 
only when, in cases of rebellion or inva- 
sion, the public safety may require 
tbem; nnd I insist that in such cases thev are 
constitutional wherever the public safety does 
require tbem; as well in plaees to which they 
may prevent the rebellion extending as in 
those where it may be already prevailing; as 
well where they may restrain mischievous in- 
terference with the raising and supplying of 
armies to suppress the rebellion, as where the 
rebellion may actually be; a* well where 
they may restrain the enticiug men out of the 
army, as where they would prevent mutiny 
in the army; equally constitutional at all 
places where they will conduce to the public 
safety, as against the dangers of rebellion or 
invasion. 

That is to say, Mr. Lincoln asserts that he 
as commander-in-chief of the army and navy 
"bus a right to arrest men and hold them too" 
in all parts of the country alike. And to this 
assertion our neighbor of the Democrat sub- 
scribes.

that our brave officers and soldiers, devoting 
tbemselveB honestly and with their whole 
hearts to their great duties, are out of all pa- 
tience with it. The idea of men's engaging 
in the rebel service, joining guerilla bands, 
participating in horse-thefts, house-burnings, 
murders, and outrages generally, and, when- 
ever they want rest or recreation or think 
they can obtain valuable information for their 
leaders, coming homeand taking an oath with 
a view either to steal back within a brief pe- 
riod to their rebel friends or to remain among 
us os spies, traitors, and mischief-makers, is 
certainly beyond all loyal endurance. 

It is an ascertained fact, as we stated the 
other day, that a large portion of those rebels, 
who for some time past have been captured 
and sent to the various Western Military 
Prisons, are found, from the records, to be 
tersons who came home from a first instal- 
ment of Confederate service, and, after taking 
the oath here and giving the necessary bonds, 
returned to "Dixie" and entered upon a second 
instalment. This fact, alike startling and in- 
famous, should, in connection with other facts 
named, convince our military authorities of 
several things — first, the propriety of being 
exceedingly carelul and distrustful in regard 
to permitting reluming rebels to take the oath 
of allegiance and remain among us a* free 
citizens; secondly, the importance of forcing 
the pecuniary penalties of all forfeited bonds 
to the last farthing; and, thirdly, the necessity 
cf punishing the recaptured, perjured, doubly- 
dyed traitors to the uttermost extent of mili- 
tary law. Only in some preculiar and extreme 
case should a returning rebel, especially a 
guerilla, be allowed to take the oath, give 
bond, and remain here; we doubt whether in 
apy c ase the penalty of a forfeited bond should 
le left unenforced; and surely in every case, 
where men once released under oath and 
bond, are recaptured in arms, the amplest 
physical guarantee should be taken against 
the possibility of the criminal's ever doing 
any more work in the rebel ranks. Our gov- 
ernment must make itself a terror to the mis- 
creants, or it will be their scorn and derision. 
All along they have been mocking it by 
their words and their acts, and they are 
doing so still as far as they dare. The pre- 
scribed punishment of those discharged from 
prison under oath and a second time taken in 
aims is peath. That awful punishment should 
be isflicted. In mercy to our own people 
suffering so dreudtully from this rebelLon aad 
all tho thousand accompanying treacheries, 
perfidies, and perjuries, it should be inflicted. 
We do not assert that all rebels recaptured 
under Euch circumstances should be put to 
dcatb, though even that might be the m^st 
expedient and just and really humane policy 
that could lie adopted.

and as such I am responsible to them. Bat, 
to be plain, you are dissatisfied with me about j 
the negro, t^uite likely there is a diiference of i 
opinion between you and myself ixpia that sub- 
ject. I certainly wish that all men could be 
free, while I suppose you do not. Tet I hare 
neither adopted nor proposed any measure 
which is not consistent with even your view, 
provided you are for the Union. I sug- 
gested compensated emancipation, to which 
you replied you wished not to be taxed 
to buy negroes. But I had not asked yna to 
be taxed to buy negroes except in such way 
as to save yon from greater taxation to save 
the Union exclusively by other means. 

You dislike the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion and perhaps you would have it retracted. 
You say it is unconstitutional. 1 thiak differ- 
ently. I think the Constitution iavests it* 
commander-in-chief with the law of war in 
time of war. The most that can be said, if 
so much, is that slaves are property. 

Is there, has there ever been any ques- 
tion that by the law of war proper y both 
of enemies and friends may be taken when i 
needed? And is it not needed whenever ' 
t.-king it helps us or hurt* the enemy? 
Aimics the world over destroy enemy's 
property when they caanot use it, and even 
oestroy their own to keep it from the enemy. 
Civilized belligerents do all in their power to I 
help themselves or hurt the enemy, except a i 
few things regarded as barbarous or cruel. ! 
Among tbe exceptions are the masacre of . 
vatquished foes and non-com baUnts, male 
.ind female; but the proclamation, as law, i 
either is valid or is not valid. If it is not val- 
id, it needs no retraction; if it is valid, it can- [ 
not be retracted any more than the dead can 
be brought to life. 

Some of yon prc.fess to think it? retraction 
would operate favorably for the Union. Why 
better after the retraction than before the is- 
sue? There was more than a year and a half : 
of trial to suppress the rebellion before the ' 
proclamation issued; the last one hundred 
days of which passed under explicit notice 
that it was coming unless averted by those in 
revolt returning to their allegiance. 

The war has certainly progressed as favora-

I submit these 
opinions as being entitled to some weight 
against tbe objections often urged that 
cipation and arming the blacks are 
military measures, and were not 
such in good faith.

retire his aimy in that direction. The policy 
that would dictate a relinquishment on the 
pert of B.-agg or bis present hue, wtshsag 
risking an engagement in aa attempt to bold 
it. I cannot understand. Rome, it is true, is 
an important point oavi-g for a long ..mo 
teen the principal depot ot the Confederacy 
for the msnutacture cf arms and munitions 
of war. The machinery there could not bo 
transported to another point and pat into op- 
eration as rapidly as would comport with the 
interests of toe rebel service, aad hence H will 
be an object to Bragg to put forth every exer- 
tion to defend it. Fortifications have oean 
erected, and an lmotensa amount of labor aad 
skill employed in the effort to reader it isa- 
ptegnable. The futlity ot the effort is eei 1 
trom these tacts: Firs^ the p ice is 
flanked as Chattanooga, and affords aot I 
so secure a liae of retreat. 
The tewn is situated on the north side of 
river, just ia the angle at the coaflu- 
ot that stream, and tbe Oostaaaula. 
In case of a retreat becoming necessary, 
pontoons should be in readiness, sal they 
wculd be in constant danger of destruction by 
cur artillery, or sudden dashes of our entar- 
pri*ing mounted forces. Secondly, our long 
range guns, equal in capacity to any thing ia 
possession of the enemy, and worked with a 
pre c siun that cannot be excelled, could level 
the city, while the enemy s works were sa- 
tire ly ignored. To defend Rome, therefore, 
the line of the Tennessee must not be ah aa- 
doned. 

Bragg occupies at present the most defensi- 
ble position possible for him to obtain. The 
fcrcs and denies along the river, defended aa 
they may be, offer a more serious obstruction 
than any natural obstacles to be met with be- 
tween here and Atlanta. 

Chattanooga ha* been carefully fortified. 
Eight splendid earthwork* caa be plainly ssaa 
on the south side of the city, b esides a contin- 
uous line of rifle-pit* that command the ap- 
proach to tbe place. Tbe river is not easily 
bridged, aad the superior advantages of the 
rebels, who have selected their own points of 
defence, aad the withering fire that caa be 
poured down upon the crossing forces, dictate, 
it Appears to me, an attempt on the enemy's 
part to bold their present base.

stock, as far as possible. But as the general 
harvest work is nearly completed, the addi- 
tional terms of the special order are likely to 
induce owners to come forward and offer their 
slaves very liberally, for in addition to obtain- 
ing work for them at good wages, the wood- 
cutting service exempts them from all work 
on military roads away from their homes, 
while those who are willing to contract for the 
supply of 20 cords of wood monthly for each 
of their negroes can have them exempted en- 
tirely. These are very liberal terms, but if 
proper economy were to be considered, the 
"contrabands " who are now detained at va- 
rious points, in this city and elsewhere, and 
subsisted at the public expense, might be 
first used. Refugees from Tennessee and 
Southern Kentucky are reaching here daily, 
having no homes, as their masters have either 
been conscripted into the Confederate army 
or entered it voluntarily. Humanity suggests 
that these poor devils should be cared for be- 
fore the negroes who have comfortable homes 
are taken for the public service. We do not 
know that the whole five hundred now need- 
ed could be thus obtained, but a very large 
proportion of tbcm, we have no doubt, might 
be. It is highly probable that the military 
authorities, before making the order for im- 
pressment, had this subject of "contraband" 
labor under advisement, and there may be 
seme objection to their employment of which 
We are ignorant If there is not, it appears to 
us that a large amount of money might be 
saved, for the "contrabands" are worked for 
their rations and clothing, while the impressed 
slaves are to receive compensation for the ser- 
vices they render. As Special Order No. 210

companies of these men are already attired in 
the "true blue" uniform; and the General 
pointed them out with pride and satisfaction 
as they marched across the island to dress pa- 
rade. The time has come when it is not in- 
vidious to do justice to the good military qua 1 - 
ities of the Southern soldier, and Gen. Schoepf 
is not slow to predict a successful career to this 
novel regiment, which the rebel ten thousand 
style "galvanized rebe." Hundreds of East 
Tennessee prisoners and deserters from the 
rebel army joined the National forces aa soon 
as they could find a recruiting officer, and are 
to-day doing most heroic and faithful ssrvice 
under the old flag. 

Outrages in Tennessee. — We learn from 
the Clarksville Bulletin that Mr. Geo. Black, 
living five miles from Springfield, Robinson 
county, on Sulphur Fork, was visited by a 
band of six thieves for the purpose of robbing 
him. Mr. Black was twice hung by the scoun- 
drels for the purpose of making him disgorge. 
In this tbey failed. Oa the same night Mr. 
Jeff. Harris, a neighbor of Mr. Black's, getting 
wind of the intentions of the villains to rob 
Mr. Black, was hastening to his assistance, 
when be met the gang of thieves. Supposing 
them, in the darkness, to be neighbors, he in- 
formed them of Mr. Black s danger, and pro- 
posed to go to bis aid, whereupon they com- 
menced firing upon him, but he escaped un- 
hurt. 

The Bulletin likewise learns that a few 
nights since Mr. Burton s 6tore, in Turners- 
ville, was robbed of everything in it. Mr. Bur- 
on, who had been a Lieutenant in the Fed- 
eral army, was murdered in a grocery in 
Springfield, about a week ago. The names of 
tbe murderers it did not learn. One of them, 
it believes, was a Cheatham. They escaped 
across the Cumberland River.

But Cumberland Gap, thanks to Gen. Bum- 
side, is again in loyal hands. L his changed 
flags. The stars of the old American banner 
are shining once more in that Mountain Pa3?, 
never again to be shut from our eyes by the 
clouds of treason. The energetic Burnside, 
after capturing Knoxville nnd accomplishing 
whatever else was necessary in the direction 
of Chattanooga, made a sudden and unexpect- 
ed dash backward, probably with cavalry, 
and, ss we are happy to be able to announce, 
demanded and received the unconditional sur- 
render of the Gap. We presume that he had 
the co-operation ot Gen. Carter or some other 
Federal commander in Kentucky, so that the 
rebel force was hedged in. The rebel force 
consisted of two thousand men, with fourteen 
pieces of artillery, and the surrender was ma le 
at four o'clock P. M. on Wednesday to Gea. 
Burnside's advance, under Gen. Shackelford. 
The whole two thousand rebels were made 
prisoners, and everything they had wa3 cap- 
tured. 

This is an event of no small magnitule in 
its bearing upon the belligerent parties opera- 
ting cr intending to operate upon the theatre 
| of Kentucky. Tbe possession of Cumberland 
Gap is worth a small army to the Federal 
cause, and not a very small one either. We 
have now strength enough in the State to take 
good care of it until Gen. Rousseau shall be 
reatly, at the head of his strong force of 
mounted infantry, to sweep away all guerillas 
and invaders of whatever description as with 
a besom of fire. 

The rebel force at Cumberland Gap, sup- 
posed to be secure in an impregnable position 
from which it could sally forth aad to which 
it could return at will, has of course been 
much relied on by the rebel leaders in all their 
plans for penetrating into Kentucky either by 
raids or regular invasions. That important 
reliance is now taken away, and Gen. Wm. 
Preston, we apprehend, is likely, with all his 
gallantry and darh, to effect quite as little as 
was effected by his obese and lazy predecessor. 
And he had better be getting away from 
Pound Gap pretty soon, or he may find it a 
Pound in which he will be impounded. Gen. 
Burnside bas noUall the genius of Napoleon, 
but he has all tbe energy and is &3 true a 
warrior as ever lived.

and yet when this old flag, this honored and 
battle-worn flag, in a season of the mightiest

Don. Abraham Lincoln, Pretident of the Uni- 
ted StaU*: 

Dear Sih: On the 2.V.h of November last I 
was advised by an authority, which I deem 
likely to be well informed, a3 well as trust- 
worthy and truthful, that the Southern Stves 
would send Representatives to the next Con- 
gress, provided that a full and general am- 
nesty should permit them to do so. No guar- 
antees or terms were asked for, other th in th 1 ) 
amnesty referred to. Deeming this informa- 
tion of great value if well founded, I commu- 
nicated it in substance to the Hon. George 
Opdyke, the Mayor of this city, whom I know 
to hold confidential relation? to member? of 
your administration, and proposing, throuzh 
nim, that if the government would permit the 
correspondence, under its own inspection, I 
would undertake to procure something defi- 
nite and positive from persons connected with 
the so-called Confederate authorities. M*. 
Opdyke stated ia reply that several Senators 
Irom New England States were then in this 
city, on their way to Washington, to whom 
he would at once communicate the proposi- 
tion, and advise me of the answer. Know- 
ing that these gentlemen were your friends, 
and supposing that they would immediatelv 
confer with you on their arrival at the Capital, 
and supposing that I sbeuld be speedily in- 
formed of the result I have delayed until now 
milking a communication direct to you. 

I now learn, however, from Mr. Opdyke, 
this day, that be failed to dee these Senators 
when in New York, und that he hadnot mvde 
tbe proposition, and that therefore, you are 
not in possession of it as coming from myself. 

As hu humble bnt loyal citizen, deeply im- 
pressed with the great necessity ot restoring 
tbe Union of these States, I ask your imme- 
diate attention to this subject. The magnitude 
of the interest at «take warrants some Execu- 
tive action predicated upon this information, 
if it be onlv to ascertain if it be grouaded upon 
even probable information. If it shall prove 
groundless, no har n shall have been done, 
I provided tbe inquiry be made, as it can be 
! withont compromising the government or in- 
jury to the cause in which it is now ensraged. 
If, however, it shall prove well founded, there 
is no estimate too high to place upon its na- 
tional value. 

Now, therefore, Mr. President I suggest that 
gentlemen, whose former political and sociel 
relations with the leaders of the Southern re- 
volt, may be allowed to hold unofficial corres- 
pondence with them on this subject — the cor- 
respondence to be submitted to you. It may 
be thus ascertained what credence, if any, 
may be given to these statements, and also 
whether a peaceful solution of the present 
struggle may not be attainable. I am sure 
nothing I can say cm add to your well known 
desire to produce this result Vour exalted 
position, the embarrassments and respon- 
sibilities which surround yon npou alt 
side?, the bleeding condition of the country, 
becoming exbansted, not only in the impov- 
erishment of its best life-blood and industrial 
production, but in the deterioration and con- 
sequent destruction of our political institutions 
- all call «pon you, as our chief ruler, to take 
one step „Kon the road of peaceful effort, by 
which to ascertain whether the time has not 
arrived vhen other methods tm»» bnte fight- 
ing maj cot accomplish what military force 
has failed to do. In the origin of this struggle 
you foresaw that such a time wouid come. 

Your Inaugural Address, delivered nearly 
two years ago, pointed out with prophetic vis- 
ion the certain results of the impending con- 
flict of arms. Your language then was: "Sup- 
pose you go to war; you cannot fight always: 
and when, after much loss on both Bides and 
no gain on either, you cease fighting, the iden- 
tical questions as to terms ot intercourse are 
again upon you." You saw that after a bloody 
and terrible struggle '-the still small voice ot 
of reason" would intervene and settle the con- 
troversy. You know that since the establish- 
ment of Christian civilization, negotiation and 
compromise have, sooner or later, determined 
every military contest. It cannot be other- 
wise here. Has not the time arrived when, to 
quote your own language, we should "cease 
fighting," at least long enough to ascertain 
whether "the identical questions, " about which 
we began the fight may not be amicably 
and honorably adjusted, and the "terms of in- 
tercourse" be once more peaceably estab.ished ' 
It is to this end that I now address yon — with 
confidence in your patriotism, and wit 
sire to interfere with your leg

My Dear Sib: Your letter of the 8th, with 
the accompanying note of same date, was re- 
ceived yesterday. 

The most important paragraph in the letter, 
as I consider, is in these words: "Oa the 25th 
of November last I was advised by an author- 
ity which I deemed likely to be well informed 
as well as reliable and truthful, that the 
Southern States would send RepresenUtive3 
to the next Congress, provided that a full and 
general amnesty should permit them to do so. 
No guarantee or terms were asked foi, other 
than tke amnesty referred to." 

I strongly suspect your information will 
prove to be groundless; nevertheless, I thank 
you for communicating it to me. Understand- 
ing the phrase in the paragraph above quoted 
—"the Southern States would send Represent- 
atives to the next Congress — to be substan- 
tially the same as that "the people of tbe 
Southern States would cease resistance, and 
would reinaugurate, submit to, and maintain 
the national authority within tbe limits of 
such States, under the Constitution of the 
United States," I say that in ?uch case the war 
would cease on the part of the United States; 
and that if within a reasonable time "a full 
and general amnesty" were necessary to such 
end, it would not be withheld. 

I do not think it would be proper now to 
communicate this, formally or informallr, to 
the people of the Southern States. My belief 
is that they already know it, and when they 
choose, if ever, they can communicate with 
me unequivocally. Nor do I think it proper 
now to suspend military operations to try any 
experiment of negotiation. 

I should nevertheless receive, with great 
pleasure, the exart information you now nave, 
and also such other as you may in any way 
obtain. Such information might be more 
valuable before the 1st of January than after- 
ward. 

While there is nothing in this letter which 
I shall dread to see in history, it is, perhaps, 
better for the present that its existence 
should not become public. I therefore have 
to request that you will regard it as confiden- 
tial

A second way is to give up the 
Union. I am against this. If you are, yon 
should say so p.ainly. If yon are not for force, 
nor yet tor dissolution, there only remains 
some imaginary compromise. I do not believe 
that any compromise embracing the main- 
tenance" of the Union is now poaeio'.e. " 

In our judgment, not only SI Ml analysis 
incomplete, but the element left out is the 
very cne upon which the attention of all 
thoughtful ;atiio*s is now fixed with especial 
e tmestness. We mean the coupling of policy 
with force by a pr>3it;va and solemn assurance 
to the cjop le in rebellion, tba , whenever they 
-• turn to their allegiane-e, they shall be pro- 
tected in all their constitutional right", as 3ich 
right wen nD^-rstcoi an! declared by the 
national authorities at the outset of the war. 
Let the President add the element of souod 
policy to the element of necessary force, and 
the *reat body of "those who are dissatisfied' 
with him will be satisfied. The combina- 
tion of these two elements is what the 
conservatives of the country demtni as 
the true solution of the problem of peace. It 
is th< v» -v thi: z *h '/ demand They do not 
demand any compromise except the compro- 
mise of the constitution; they reject every 
other compromise; they do not admit tbe 
pewer of the President to offer any other. 
Mr. Lincoln/? grave argument in opposition to 
the possibility of present compromise i3 purely 
irrelevant. It is a shot fired ia the air. It is 
a blow dealt at a phantom. Nay, it is worse, 
inasmuch as it suggests the inference 
that Mr. Lincoln believes he bas the dow- 
er to compromise extra constitutionally with 
the people in rebellion, and that he is 
not unwilling to exercise the power accord- 
ing to his views as soon as its exercise shall 
become practicable. This suggestion is un- 
happily strengthened by Mr. Lincoln's very 
remarkable pretermisaioa of tbe only way of 
attaining peace which exclades all terms of 
compromise except the terms of the constitu- 
tion, and by his significant declaration that 
"the promise of freedom" to the slaves of the 
South "being mate mu3t be kept." All to- 
gether, the conclusion seems irresistible that 
Mr. Lincoln's own way of attaining peace is 
compounded of the first and last of the 
three ways he enumerates; that is to 
say, he appears to be for suppressing tbe 
I rebellion by force, and then compromising 
with the people of the South on terms that 
will guarantee the execution of "the promise 
of freedom' to the slaves. I a other words, 
he appea-s to be for ultimately uegotiatlng 
peace on the basis of the proclam uion, instead 
of tendering peace at any time oa tha simple 
basis of the constitution. This is apparently 
Mr. Lincoln's way of attaining peace. But 
this is not the way of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the loyal people of the Union. It is 
the radical not the conservative way. 

The conservative waj is frankly to offer p»aco 
on the basis of the constitution, and toftttht sim- 
ply until the constitution is accepted This U 
tbe way which the conservatives of the coun- 
try are now vigorously urging Mr. Lincoln to 
adopt by a proclamation of amnesty or by 
some equivalent act or at any rate by 
seme act that involves the assurance of 
exemption from the extraordiaaiy penal- 
ties of confiscation and emancipation on 
the condition of a return to allegiance. 
The conservatives of the country appeal to 
the Preaident to throw open the doors of the 
constitution to the people in rebellion, so that 
they may see that the path of their return is 
clear and free. The conservatives invoke the 
President by a high act of justice and of mag- 
nanimity to support our triumphant arms by 
stimulating tbe people in rebellion to revolt 
against their wicked leaders and to come back 
to their old allegiance, la short the conser- 
vatives urge the President to add conciliation 
to coercion without subtracting from coercion. 
Such is the conservative way of attaiaiag 
peace. We need not point out the unequalled 
and glorious advantages of this way. They 
are patent; and, besides, they have been 
set forth heretofore time and again by our- 
selves and by others, as t 

now is to adduce not any arguments of our 
own bnt tbe authority of that peerless states- 
man and patriot who has bat jast departed 
from the midst of as crowned with the love 
and veneration of his countrymen. Mr. Crit- 
tenden ?p«nt in this city the greater part of 
the fortnight preceding bis death, and every 
fiiend who visited him during his stay here, 
and conversed with him at all on public 
affairs, can bear witness to his exceeding 
anxiety that the President should at once

Yet such is the 
fact, as is well known to a number of th^ 
friends of Mr. Crittenden, including the writer 
of this article. In response to a very kind mes- 
sage from Mr. Crittenden, we called upon him 
the evening before he left for his home at 
Frankfort, when he introduced the subject of 
his resolution privately to address the Presi- 
dent concerning a proclamation of amnesty, 
spoke of the deep interest he felt in the adop- 
tion of such a measure in this hour of our mil- 
itary triumph, declared his firm conviction 
that more than all other agencies beside it 
wonld serve to bring the war to a speedy close 
and at the same tiuie pave the way to an early

We captured nine- 
teen pieces of artillery and a large supply of 
excellent ammunition. The city and harbor 
ot Charleston are now completely covered by 
my guns.

Cincinnati, Sept. 10. 

A despatch to the Gazette from Knoxvillc, 
Tenn., Sept. Olh, says the great campaign of 
the war is over. We are in ftiil possession of 
East Tennessee — a great, bloodless victory. 
The campaign was skilfully planned and en- 
ergetically executed. Such was the rapidity 
of our movements, the rebels were taken un- 
awares and fled before us without destroying 
their property.

The following report from Gen. Burn3ide 
concerning the capture of Cumberland Gap 
has been received at headquarters: 

Cumberland Gap, Sept. 9, 1863. 
To Gen. 27. W. Bailee k. $c: 

I have telegraphed you of our movements 
up to the occupation of Kuoxville by' our 
forces. Since then a cavalry force has been 
sent up the railroad to within a few miles of 
Bristol, capturing three locomotives and 
twenty additiooalcars. Another force, com- 
posed of two regiments of infantry and two 
regiments of cavalry, I brought to this place 
in person to reinforce Gen. Shackleford, who 
was here with two regiments of cavalry. Col. 
DeCourcey being on "the Kentucky side with 
a brigade, whic h I started in that direction be- 
fore leaving Kentucky. The infantry brigade 
marched from Knoxville to this place — sixty 
miles — in fifty hours. The garrison here, con- 
sisting of over two thousand men and four- 
teen pieces of artillery, made an unconditional 
surrender at 3 P. M. to-dny, without a fight. 
A. E. BUUNSiDK, Major General. 
The following telegram has been received 
via San Francisco, 8ept. 7th: 

Legation of the United States, Japan, Tork- 
vhama, July 2-ith. — Sir: On the 2t>th of June 
tbe American steamer Pembroke was attacked 
at Dcmonski, six hundred miles from here, by 
vessels of the Prince of Nagoti. On the ICth 
of July the commander of tbe Wyoming 
blew up hU steamer, sunk a ten-gun briz, and 
engaged six batteries, with a loss of four men 
killed and seven wounded. A French gunboat 
was fired into on the 7th of July, and a Dutch 
sloop-of-war on the 11th, at the same place. 
On the :0th of July, the French Admiral de- 
stroved one of these batteries.

She reports that a H.itish 
ship arrived at the island on the I "th Jane, 
with a cargo of coal for the rebel pirate3, but 
sailed the satne d«y for Bahia. The Govern- 
ment, it is stated, would not allow the pirate 
to anchor, and the Braziilians were preparing 
a warm reception for them should they come. 
The Juno bad been cruising in the Sjuth 
Atlantic, but has seen no pirates, 

Leavf.sworth, Sept. 7. 

Mayor Anthony was arrested this afieruoon 
by a [quad of soldiers, headed by one of Qzn. 
Swings detectives, put into a carri"gf, and 
hurried off in the direction of Kansis City. 
The excitement here is intense. 

San Francisco, Sept. 6. 

Dates from Japan to the 24th of July are 
received. On the loth of July the English 
ship Medinsa, bound from Legassaki to Kan- 
agawn by the island passage, was attacked by 
Fome foits and vessels that previously fired on 
the American ship Pembroke. The Medinsa 
received twenty-four shots and was much in- 
jured. She had tour men killed and six 
wounded. She in return destroyed one fort 
and proceeded to Kans.gawa. 

On the 20th of July the. American steamer 
Wyoming arrived at Kanagawa from a trip 
to punish the Daimioe, whose vessels and forts 
fired on the Pembroke. The Wyoruing rc- 
j orted tbntshe had done her work well, hav- 
ing Mown up tbe Japanese steamer Lano 
fitld and sileuced nearly all the neighboring 
fort?, leaving the wreck in a sinkiag condi- 
tion. 

The Wyoming received twenty shots and 
bed five killed and six wounded, when she 
deemed it prudent to proceed to KinagAwa. 

On the 24th Admiral Jure/., in the Sernira- 
mis returned to Kanagawa and reported hav- 
ing arrived with the Semiromizon, the pre- 
vious Monday, in the tSemiomorcoki straits. 
The Lanced received a fire from the batteries, 
which, with the forts, were tht-n bombarded 
for about three hours. One hundred and fifty 
troops landed. Tbe forts, batteries, and towu 
were destroyed, the euns spiked, and powder 
magazines bio* n up. 

Little tight was shown by the Japanese af- 
ter being shelled out, principally from behiud 
trees and juttiDg points or rocks. Two thou- 
sand were reported descending towards the 
ships, but would not attempt to pass the range 
of the guns. 

Nothing was seen of the Laurek and Lance- 
field, but the topmast of a sunken ship was 
thought to be seen. The casualties were three 
wounded.

Columbus, Ky., Aug. 4. 
The negroes, tried before a military com- 
mission for tbe murder of the Brakeman fam- 
ily, were hung to-day early in tbe morning. 
A scaffold was erected on the hill below Fort 
Quimby, which was surrounded by the 2d 
Tennessee and Arkansas (colored), and de- 
tachments of the lGth Iowa and 3lst Wiscon- 
sin regiments. A large crowd was present, 
including many women. About UN per- 
rons were on the ground. At about 1 1 :30 tbe 
ICth Regulars arrived with the prisoners, who 
were seated upon their coffins in a wagon 
with their arms tied. The Regulars were 
then formed in a hollow square about the gal- 
lows. 

Three negroes, named Lewis Stevenson, 
Wm. Raicb, James Webb, with a negro chap- 
lain, ascended to the platform upon which 
stood Maj. Rowley and Captain Williams, 
Provost Marshal. Hymns were sung, prayers 
offered, the ropes adjusted, and Marshals de- 
scended, touching the lever, and three men 
hung in the air. While preparations were 
going on tbe criminals were unaffected and 
made no demonstrations. One was instantly 
killed and theotbers struggled a few minutes. 

After hanging half an hour they were taken 
down and buried in the contraband cemetery. 
Seven others are in j«til awaiting the approval 
of their sentence. It is not known what will
